August 2, 1996 

FBI Chief Pleads for Anti-Terror Firepower 
By JEM GRAF 

[II ASHINGTON — FBI Director Louis Freeh warned Thursday 
that the United States bad be cone a prime target for 
terrorists, and appealed to Congress to approve expanded 
wiretapping authority and other counterterrorisn leasures. 

Referring to a series of recent violent episodes that 
began with the June bombing of a building that housed U.S. 
military personnel in Saudi Arabia, Freeh told a hearing of 
the Senate Intelligence Couittee: 

*1 think the incidents of the last 40 days — whether or 
not the TIA flight turns out to be a criminal act, or a 
terrorist act, even leaving that aside — the country and 
the Aterican people have been experiencing an increasing 
war against then by terrorists and terrorist-supported 
activities,* 

Freeh said *we need to act — and to act fairly quickly — 
both in the iuediate, piecemeal things that can be done 
in the short run, as well as the long-range, tore 
systematic solutions and evaluations that have to be done. 

* Freeh's appearance was part of a rush of anti-terrorist 
activity on Capitol Hill that began shortly after the 
July 17 crash of Trans World Airlines Flight 800, a 
disaster that tany investigators believe was caused by an 
act of sabotage, although they caution that they continue 
to lack conclusive evidence. 

That activity at the Capitol has intensified this week, 
after the bombing at Centennial Olympic Park in Atlanta 
last Saturday noming. 

While the Intelligence Couittee was hearing testimony 
Thursday, White House and congressional negotiators were 
meeting elsewhere on Capitol Hill to try to reach agreeient 
on at least the basics of a new counterterrorisi bill 
before Congress begins a monthlong recess Friday. 

The hope is that with the basics in hand, Congress can 
«ove quickly soon after Labor Day to enact a conprehensive 
anti-terrorisi package. “Our time is growing very short,' 
Sen. Larry E. Craig, R-Idaho, chairan of the joint White 
House-Congress task force on terrorist told reporters 
during a break in the talks, whose administration 
contingent is led by Leon Panetta, President Clinton's 
chief of staff. But “I do believe we will coie up with 
southing, “ Craig said. 


Craig announced lednesday evening that the two sides 
were near agreeient on the basics of a package. He said 
it included provisions that would increase airport security, 
allow the authorities to prosecute suspected terrorists 
under federal racketeering laws, expedite the authorities' 
ability to obtain wiretapping authority froi the courts 
and allow the* to wiretap several telephones with a single 
warrant, to better listen in on suspects who m>ve froi 
phone to phone. 

Negotiators also said Thursday that they had loved closer 
to agreeient on another provision: a White House proposal 
that would require that black and siokeless powder, typical 
coiponents of boieiade bonbs, be sold with cheiical 
larkers, or 'taggants,* which would help the authorities to 
trace detonated explosives. 

On yet a third front Thursday House Speaker Newt Gingrich 
and Senate majority leader Trent Lott, along with other 
Republican congressional leaders, sunoned Panetta, Freeb 
and Attorney General Janet Reno to a private meeting on 
Capitol Hill to question the* about counterterrorisi 
spending. 

Republicans have complained that inch of the $359 million 
that Congress has appropriated for anti-terrorisi 
activities during the last year has either not been spent 
or been put to other uses by the adainistration. 

“le are increasingly concerned that lonies and authorities 
already granted to the adiinistration are not being used 
effectively at all," Lott, Gingrich and Rep. Dick Aney, 
the House majority leader, said in a letter to Clinton this 
week. 

One of the Republicans' specific complaints, which was 
addressed in a second letter, sent to Hs. Reno by 
Rep. Harold Rogers, R-Ky. , is that the FBI is seeking to 
use $17 mill ion of this ioney “for such things as food 
service at the FBI Acadeiy, beefing up your bodyguards 
with raincoats, cars and laptop coiputers, financial 
audits, new coiputers at FBI headquarters and travel.' 

"Ihen Congress provides funding to fight terrorisi, we 
expect that ioney to be fully used and to be fully used 
iuediate ly to prevent terrorist acts," said the letter 
froi Rogers, who heads the House Appropriations 
Subcouittee on Couerce, Justice, State and the Judiciary. 

In response to both letters, Hs. Reno issued one of her 
own Thursday. It rebutted the accusations, and said, 'I ai 
generally satisfied that Director Freeh is making progress 
in obligating the counterterrorisi funding provided to 
the FBI.'

FIREARM INJURY FROM CRIME 


In April, the federal Bureau of Justice Statistics (BJS) 
released the third in its series of reports on fireans 
and criie. The reports will eventually be assenbled into 
a longer document entitled Firearns, Criie, and Criminal 
Justice. According to the BJS, the ‘full report will focus 
on the use of guns in criie, trends in gun criie, 
consequences of gun criies, characteristics of offenders 
who use guns, and sanctions for offenders who use guns.* 

The extent to which fireans are eiployed in self-defense 
to deter criie will, apparently, be ignored. 

The third installient, an analysis entitled Fireans Injury 
froi Criie, includes percentage figures for such categories 
as: victiis of nonfatal violent criie who faced an 
assailant aned with a firean; nonfatal assault-related 
gunshot wounds treated is hospital eiergency departients; 
lode of transport to the hospital; where victiis were shot 
(head, trunk, extreiities, etc.); racial lix of those 
treated; etc. 

Missing are statistics indicating the percentage of victiis 
injured while defending theiselves with fireans, coipared 
to persons injured while using other weapons or not 
resisting at all. It is a disturbing oiission, since 
available data indicates that criie victiis are less likely 
to be injured when they defend theiselves with guns. In 
April 1994, for instance, the BJS released a study 
analyzing violent criie conitted with handguns during 1992. 
At one point the report noted, ‘A fifth of the victiis 
defending theiselves with a firean suffered an injury, 
coipared to aliost half of those who defended theiselves 
with weapons otter than a firean or who had no weapon.* 
That finding was consistent with earlier data gathered 
by the National Criie Survey which, for the years 1979-85, 
also found that defense with a gun resulted 
in fewer injuries to the defender (17.4 percent) than 
resisting with knives or other weapons (knives, 

40.3 percent; otter weapons, 22 percent; physical force, 

50.8 percent; evasion, 34.9 percent; etc.); or not 
resisting at all (24.7 percent).

Turns out, that's all the 
apology he's gonna get, for the FBI now says that they are 
not going to apologize. Ho, hum. Small news, almost no news. 
Jewell won't get his apology, for whatever satisfaction or 
future insurance of e^iloyablility that might be. However, 
‘the public* thinks that the FBI apologized, and will think 
much more kindly of the FBI for it. The seed has been 
planted, the truth is dined and blurred and lost in the 
shuffle.

Daridiao prisoner Livingstone Fagan, also sentenced to 
40 years for aiding and abetting voluntary nanslaughter and 
weapons charges, refused to appeal his conviction and 
sentence in the belief that God, not ">an, * would set bin 
free. He also has been non-cooperating with prison 
authorities by refusing to work during the two years he 
has been in federal custody. He has been in solitary 
confinement that whole time, allowed out of his cell only 
an hour a day (until his most recent incarceration) and 
allowed only sporadic phone privileges. Six weeks ago 
he was loved to one of the oldest, lost decrepit prison 
in the federal systeas, that at Leavenworth. Kansas. 

Here is how he describes his experience froa a recent 
letter to ie: 

(First he coiplains that they have not allowed him 
his two allotted phone calls during bis tine there and 
that it took bin two weeks to get any stanps. ) 

"The physical conditions are equally as bad. The 
solitary unit is a noticeably old building. Hy floor 
holds 300 captives, it this tine of the year Kansas is 
quite hot. There is no air conditioning. The windows are 
kept penanently open, i series of nakeshift fans have been 
installed. They are on 24 hours a day. The conbined noise 
fron then is deafening. You have to wear earplugs (not 
supplied) and raise pur voice to communicate. Sleeping 
is a chore. Further, I'n held in a 4x10 cell designed for 
one but because of overcrowding houses two. Imagine being 
locked up 24 hours a day under such conditions. Vhat is 
worse, people are being locked in solitary at the will of 
the administration for the most trivial of things. There 
seeis to be the prevailing attitude aiong the staff of 
reminding captives of who's the Boss! It is both tedious 
and demoralizing. So auch for rehabilitation! nevertheless, 
the captives held under these conditions have shown 
reiarkable patience. 

I witnessed one situation where the floor was 
flooded. Vhile being taking to recreation, both hands 
handcuffed, a captive slipped and fell on his face and 
broke his tooth. 

I myself did object to having someone placed in 
ay cell in the light of the conditions mentioned above. 

I stood with my arms on the bars. The guard threatened 
to break them if I did not remove them. Believe me this 
is no vacation! 

Still, God sits on a Throne! Ye're approaching 
the end of our prophetic journey. Please convey my 
fondest regards to those who have shown us compassion in 
our bonds. They are the salt of the earth and heirs of 
the Kingdom of 6od. (Hatthew 25:31-46)" 

End Fagan Letter 


Heedless to say, this is the fate that awaits many who 
discuss armed resistance to the ever increasing power of 
the state. If the Davidians, who were attacked by a huge, 
unnecessary force of federal agents who shot first, and 
from helicopters, can be locked up for 40 years for 
defending themselves, federal agents sill continue to feel 
justified in such attacks. Just because they are currently 
on a short leash, as proved by the Freemen situation, does 
not mean they will remain so — especially in cases where 
individuals and groups are accused of killing federal 
agents. As we have seen, several groups of militia 
activists have already been caught up in "conspiracy" 
charges— i.e., they talked about the possibility that they 
would have to use violent resistance in the future, and 
engaged in legal veapons-related activity, vhile hanging 
out with government agents (provocateurs?). Vow they 
being proseucted for planning it for the near term! 

Even as an advocate of non-violent action, I worry 
about making the wrong joke or speaking a little too 
indistinctly or ambiguously into the wrong government tap. 
I'm just wondering bow long it will be before they start 
locking up on conspiracy charges those who advocate "war 
tax resistance" (which so far has *not‘ led to many 
prosecutions, as opposed to constitutionalist tax 
resistance) or for organizing things like non-violently 
blocking traffic awl sitting in at government facilities. 
Even as a pro-choicer, I'm bothered by the RICO laws being 
used against Operation Rescue, nevertheless, non-violent 
action remains the best option because even advocacy of 
violent action after some big government crackdown scares 
the heck out of the general public, making them think 
that such a crackdown is necessary! ! Fear, not reason, 
remains the biggest political motivator.

Sul)] : Bacon Georgia Gun Show luge 


On the Burning of ingust 10, I was awakened by a local radio 
talk show caller asking the question, "Vhere could a person 
i , find a copy of the constitution?* Another caller later stated, 
‘You'll find constitutions at the Eastnan gun show at the 
Bacon Centerplex today.' 

All constitutionalists know that if a constitution could be 
found anywhere, it's at a gun show, full of fireans vendors 
and customers who are concerned about losing their rights 
under the Constitution, notably, the second anendnent. 

But there were to be no constitutions at this show. When I 
called to reserve a table for the Citizens' Defense League, 
the proioter said he didn't want any 'bonb naking* books or 
literature that pronoted "hate* in his shows. I explained 
over the phone the books that we were naking available: 
Citizen's Rule Books (which includes the constitution), 

You A the Police (an instruction nanual about how not to 
surrender your rights), two govemnent paiphlets (about 
survival, and fighting terrorisi), a panphlet on psycho- 
politics. and a flyer on being a fully infoned juror. 

But he didn't want the 'nilitia inage* at his show. 

The noney collected was to be used for the Robert Starr 
defense fund. Starr is the Georgia nilitianan who 
previously attended the Eastnan gun shows, and using his 
own personal resources, handed out infornation, educating 
custoners on protecting the rights of gun owners, vendors, 
and even gun show pronoters at gun shows throughout Georgia. 

On April 26, Robert Starr, and Jinnie KcCranie (and later, 

Troy Spain) were arrested for allegedly naking pipe bonbs. 

All are being held without bond pending trial, leaving 
their families virtually penniless since neither Starr, 
KcCranie, nor Spain can work. Starr's has an all-volunteer 
defense tean. Part of his tean, including nyself, were to 
work the tables to defend a nan who until his arrest, 
helped defend others. 

Assuning that there were no problens, we learned that 
Saturday norning that we were not allowed to have a table 
at this show. *1 don't want that type of stuff here*, was 
his words. 

Shocked and upset, I went hone but returned later. As a 
previous vendor at nunerous gun shovs in at least eight 
states, and a mm who has defended the right of gun show 
and other pronoters to sell as they chose (in front of 
local, regional, and even national media) , I knew be had 
the right (and responsibility) to protect the 'inage*. 

As I net custoners in the aisles looking for pocket 
constitutions and the “nilitia table", I counted hundreds 
of people, and at least five different vendors who had 
several different govemnent- printed bonb naking books 


on display, ranging fron $5 to about $15 in price. One 
govemnent- printed bonb naking book iu particular, was on 
display at least six tines. Ihere were also books available 
on how to nake boobytraps, chenical poisons, silencers, 
fireworks, and how to convert a seni-autonatic rifle into 
a fully-autonatic rifle in a few easy steps. Other nilitary 
nanuals were also available. 

Page 73 of one book instructed the reader on how to build a 
pipe bonb sinilar to what was used in the tragedy at 
Centennial Park daring the Olympics. Iben I saw a roll of 
cannon fuse at another table. A few tables later I found 
several one pound cans of snokeless powder. Purchasing these 
itens, along with a one nile drive to the hardware store 
would have provided all the materials listed on page 73. 

One book which was available on two tables called 'The 
Turner Diaries', is a story of an upconing race war, and 
advocates violence against blacks and Jews. As I believe 
that every vendor has the first anendnent right to display 
what they wish, the hypocrisy of this gun show leads ne 
to question, who's 'inage* is he trying to protect? 

Law enforcenent, elected officials, and other groups are 
waging a hopeless battle to catch and punish bonegrown 
bonb nakers, and nonitor the sale of explosive ingredients. 
But with public infornation about bonb naking so widespread, 
the focus should be stopping the reason for naking the bonb, 
not just the bonb itself. 

Fortunately, nost people don't have a reason. People who 
are concerned about their rights, learn what their 
constitutional rights am and secure then using wore civil 
Beans. Unlike the 'Heart of Georgia" and nost other gun 
shows, Eastnan provides you with an arsenal of fireams 
and plenty of knowledge about 'hate* and 'bonb naking'. 

But you won't find any Constitutions... 

Because the Militia can't have a table there.

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APPEAL FAILS: AIT / FBI TOTHS 
TO STAY II PRISON 
By Ian Villians Goddard 

(Associated Press) REV ORLEAIS, Aug. 5 — Federal agents 
did HOT use excessive force in trying to arrest Branch 
Davidian leader David Koresh, a federal appeals court 
said today, upholding the convictions of six cult nenhers. 

Oh really, 'did not use excessive force.* Gee, let's see if 
this clain can pass the fact test: 

On July 30, 1992 ATF agents interviewed arns dealer Henry 
HcHahon about large purchases of guns that David Koresh 
nade for resale through the Davidian's gun business The Hag 
Gag. HcMahon phoned Koresh to inforn bin that ATF agents 
were asking about his recent purchases. David replied, 

'If there's a problei, tell then to cone out here. If they 
want to see ny guns, they're nore than velcone. 1 

Vitb phone in hand HcHahon turned to tell the agents that 
Koresh invited then to visit Ht. Camel and check out the 
guns. The ATF agents declined this invitation to peacefully 
gain entry to the Ht. Cartel connunity. So the ATF had the 
opportunity to resolve the natter in a peaceful fashion. 

The road to peace lay before then, instead the ATF chose 
the road to war. To gain entry, the ATF unleashed violent 
and literally explosive nilitary force on a connunity 
filled with dozens of voten and children; an action that 
the ATF even believed would result in a shoot-out. This can 
only be defined as » EXCESSIVE FORCE ‘ - that is, force 
above and beyond that which was necessary to gain entry. 

In light of the invitation to the ATF for peaceful entry 
and subsequent preference by the ATF for violent forced 
entry, it is clear that the decision of these judges to 
keep the Davidians in jail because the ATF 'did not use 
excessive force" is at odds with both fact and logic, and 
thus the judge's reasoning for keeping the Davidians in 
jail fails the fact test. But that's not all, it also 
fails the legal test: 

Condeuning victims of gove mental .abuse to up to forty 
•ore years of inprisonnent, Judge Patrick Higginbothan 
clamed: 

A citizen nay not initiate a firefight solely 
on the ground that the police sent too uany 
well-amed officers to arrest hit. 

I know it's a lot to ask, but perhaps after studying the 
facts of the case before hit the judge light try to learn 
about Texas law. For exaiple, Section 9.31 of the Texas 
Penal Code which states: 


The use of force to resist an arrest or search is 
justified: (1) If. before the actor offers any resistance, 
the peace officer (or persons acting at his direction) 
uses or atteipts to use greater force than necessary to 
•ake an arrest or search; and (2) Vhen and to the degree 
the actor reasonably believes the force is iuediately 
necessary to protect hinself against the peace officer's 
(or other person's) use or attempted use of greater force 
than necessary." 

You kindly invite soneone to enter your hone, they decline 
the invitation and instead show up with 100 heavily amed 
nen initiating gunfire on and killing your dogs, hurling 
explosive devices into your windows, shooting down froi a 
helicopter through the roof, and then filling your hone 
with thousands of bullets. If this effort to gain entry is 
not an exanple of excessive force, pray tell what is ?! 

The ATF's act of nassive aggression upon the Ht. Camel 
connunity was a text book case of excessive use of force, 
and as such, according to Texas lav, the Davidans had 
every right to shoot back in defense of their fanilies. 

In fact, the jury found survivors guilty not of nurder but 
'voluntary nanslaughter, ' the definition of which is 
'acting in the heat of passion due to adequate 
PROVOCATION. " The excessive force was the 'adequate 
provocation, ' and that's one reason why the jury thought 
the Davidians should walk, and vhy jury forenan Sara Bain 
pleaded with the judge on the day of sentencing to heed 
the will of the jury and set the Davidians free. Both the 
will of the jury and justice have been denied. 

To this day the crine of aggression against the few 
surviving Branch Davidians continues, lot only were over 
eighty lives snuffed out, but nine lives continue to be 
slowly snuffed out in prison. For these Davidians the 
vicious aggression of Feb. 28th 1993 has continued without 
a single pause. Free the Branch Davidians.

Deiocrats, Clinton and Gore,’ said Browne. 

“The selection of Keip for the VP slot my have 
injected a spark of life into a coiatose Republican 
caipaign," said Browne, ‘but it doesn't lask the fact 
that Keip and Dole have spent a coibined 50+ years in 
Vashington, DC, voting for spending and tax increases. 

‘Dole is always willing to vote to raise taxes; 
Keip never wants to vote to reduce spending. It's an 
ideal latch,' he said. 

And even when Keip is right on an issue — for 
exaiple, his support of tax cuts — it's for the vrong 
reasons, said Browne. 


'By contrast, I support huge tax cuts because 
cutting taxes will choke off the lifeblood of big 
govemient — and because it's your loney, and you can 
spend it better than any politician," said Browne. 

This Koveiber, said Browne, “The only way for 
Africans to vote for lassive cuts in the size and cost 
of govemient will be to vote for terry Browne for 
President and Jo Jorgensen for Vice President." 

Browne, 63, is a bestselling author and 
investient advisor. He is already on the ballot in 
37 states, and expects to qualify in all 50 states well 
before the Koveiber election. 
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The big-govemient Keip record: 

* Vhile in Congress, Keip consistently voted 
against a balanced budget aiendient, while voting for 
eight years of Reagan budgets that added trillions to 
the federal debt. 

* Keip consistently voted for aliost every 
lilitary budget increase. 

* Keip consistently voted to send billions of 
dollars overseas, including missive foreign aid payients 
to the Kicaraguan Contras, to Israel, and to the Angola 
rebels. 

* Keip frequently received failing grades froi 
the Katiooal Taxpayer's Union — including scores in the 
low 40s — leaning that he voted for tax or spending 
increases lore than half the tiie. 


"Keip supports tax cuts to trick Africans into 
becoming lore efficient and enthusiastic producers of 
tax revenue for the govemient,’ said Browne. "Keip has 
no principled opposition to big govemient, and vhile 
in Congress he aliost never voted to cut any govemient 
prograi. Instead, he keeps hoping that govemient 
revenues will grow faster than the govemient spending 
he supports.’ 

For exaiple, noted Browne, Keip wrote in an 
Eipower Aierican policy paper: ’The problei is that the 
.econoiy isn't growing fast enough to accomodate the 
level of spending produced through the deiocratic process." 


* Keip advocated, as bead of HUD, that welfare 
recipients he allowed to keep 85 of every dollar they 
earned without having their benefits reduced. Critics 
noted that, under this plan, soie people could earn 
$60,000 and still qualify for govemient welfare. 

* Keip opposed efforts to "weaken" affirmative 
action — defending govemient discriiination as necessary 
to "reiedy racial and sexual discriiination." 

* Keip advocated banning firearis — including 
so-called ’assault weapons’ — which be said are not 
needed by "hunterls] or a legitimate sportsian.'
